us the average citizen is now willing 
to pay his just proportion of the cost 
of government, feeling that the money 
so paid is, generally speaking, wisely 
and judiciously spent in promoting 
the public welfare. 
He realizes the 
value and importance of good schools, 
of good roads, of (ire protection, of 
health and sanitation, of courts and 
public officers for the administration 
and enforcement of law and order, 
and of the many other things now re­ 
quired of government by enlightened 
and progressive nations. 
In the report of tile tax commis­ 
sion for 1910 there is a very inter­ 
esting study of the cost of govern­ 
ment made by Prof. Hess, then of the 
state university. 
Taking the expen­ 
ditures under appropriate heads and 
tile population, he derives from them 
the per capita cost of the adm inistra­ 
tion of the state and its minor divi­ 
sions. 
He found that it cost $20.92 
for each man. woman and child in 
the state, or $104.60 for a household 
of five persons. 
The largest item in the classified 
list of public expenses is that of edu­ 
cation. am ounting to about 40 per 
cent of the gross expenditures. 
Tile 
total number of pupils attending the 
public schools in 1910 was 440,083 
and the gross sum expended in that 
year for teachers’ salaries and other 
educational expenses 
amounted to 
$13,724,437. 
This represents an av­ 
erage cost of $31.18 for each pupil 
attending the public schools In that 
year. 
Minnesota early in Its history took 
r.n advanced position in educational 
matters and for more than fifty yea’s 
it has steadily maintained th at posi­ 
tion. 
It is Justly proud of its splen­ 
did school system. 
It has no apolo­ 
gies to make for spending two-fifths 
of its total revenues from taxation 
in 
the 
caues 
of 
education, 
for 
it believes that its liberal and pro­ 
gressive educational policy has con­ 
tributed in no small measure to the 
present greatness of the state. 
People frequently complain of high 
taxes and talk as if the benefits re­ 
ceived were not equivalent to the 
amount paid. 
Generally 
speaking, 
these complaints are not well found­ 
ed. 
While taxes may be high in some 
districts, due to local conditions, as a 
general proposition the benefits re­ 
ceived are not only w’orth more but 
cost the state more than the amount 
contributed in taxes by the average 
citizen. 
The cost alone of educating one 
child in tile public schools is one and 
one-half times as much as the per 
capita cost of state and local govern­ 
ment for all purposes. 
It the cost of 
the other benefits we enjoy as tho 
fruits of taxation could be computed 
as accurately as the cost of educa­ 
tion it would be found that the av­ 
erage citizen pays much less in taxes 
than it costs the state to provide him 
w'ith the advantages and benefits w’e 
enjoy under our system of govern­ 
ment.
